Perilous Deseent Was Made 


by Two Women Para- 


chutists in England.

London, June 27.—Two women para- 
chutists, Miss Daisy Shepard and Miss 
Louise May, had a thrilling experience 
at Longton, near Fenton, 

They had arranged to make a descent 
at Langton Park Fetes, and ascended 
in a balloon at 8 o’clock. 

They were 'rapidly borne to a high al- 
titude and carried out of sight in a 
southeasterly direction.

It was afterwards stated that one of 
the parachutes became entangled in the

JOHN BURNS MAKES A PLEA

London, June 27.—John Burne, who 
has a knack not shared by most other 
members of the British cabinet of really 
something every time he speaks 
in public, made an address at Ealing 
that contained several observations 
worthy of notice, and about as pointed 
for the United States as for England.

The spirit of the 
horse was being developed, and whether 
it be in exhibitions, meetings, sports, 
games or legislation, the individual was 
becoming less and les& and the mass, 
the mob, was becoming more and more. 
This was a dangerous tendency, and 
one that we had got to do our best to 
resist. divert and check, and I hope 
some day to finally demolish. The best 
antidote for that mania was a good 
home, and the best counter-attraction 
to it a good garden. The final diversion 
of over-athleticized games was the good 
old-fashioned English games, such as 
tennis. bowls, cricket and quoits. The 
great city, the large factory, the news- 
papers mwith the largest circulation and 
the worst news—all these megalomaniac 
tendencies were affecting the English 
people. These tendencies should be chas- 
tened by rational recreation, We want 
to take the people back to the indi- 
vidual ‘happiness and the joyous pleas- 
ures of the old English games, when 
it was less to win a prize, when there 
was no betting or gambling, but more to 
play the game for the game’s sake.

Minnesota Rate Law. 


In 1907 the legislature of Minnesota 
passed a law wtxing the charges 0 
transportation of certain commodities, 
and providing large fines and some- 
times imprisonment for its breach, The 
railroads contended that operation un- 
der the new rates would so diminish 
their revenue as to constitute a taking 
of their property without due process 
of law, and, if they attempted to op- 
erate under the old rates, they would 
subject themselves to penalties s0 
enormous as to force a cessation of 
their business. In Ex parte Young, 28 
Supreme Court Reporter, 44I, the 
United States supreme court held the 
law invalid because the effect of the 
heavy penalties was to close all ap- 
poraches to the courts, and thus pre- 
vent any hearing upon the question 
of the rates. 


Notice of Tax Sale, 


In Rosenblum vy. Bisenberg, !08 New 
York Supplement, 350. land was sold 
at a tax sale without notice being given 
to the owner’s wife, who contended 
that the sale was invalid, as her in- 
choate right of dower was not extin- 
guished. The New York supreme court 
held that, although the statute pro- 
vides for right of redemption by any 
person having estate in the lands or 
tenements sold, an tnchoate right of 
dower was not such an estate, and 
failure to give notice to her did not 


affect the title.

Holiday Camp for Men and Women. 


A somewhat similar, though more

The men sleep on straw in one 
barn, the women in another. The day 
is spent in rambling over the hills, and 
having a good time generaliy.

London. June 27.—George Nathaniel 
Barnes, member of parlianient, who has 
just resigned the posiffon of secretary of 
the Amaigamated Society of Engineers 
on a question of principle, is one of the 
finest types of the English labor leader. 
He has gone through the mill of hard 
work and privation and is a self-made 
man who has good reason to be proud 
of the job he has turned out. 

Mr. Barnes thas resigned as a protest 
against the lack of discipline among the 
men of his union in the northeast coast 
sM4ipbuilding yards. These men have 
been receiving higher wages than the 
shipbuilders of the Clyde and at Belfast, 
This was all very well when times were 
good, but when the shipbuilding slump 
came a few months ago the employers 
found that work was leaving the Tyne 
and going to the cheaper building cen- 
ters. Half the working population of 
Sunderland-on-Tyne, for instance, was 
out of employment a couple of months 
ago because Of the lack of work at the 
shipyards. 

In this situation the employer ap- 
proached the men and asked them to ac- 


cept..a reduction of wages to the level, 
of the other districts in the hope of win- 
ninge back some of the work that had 
been lost. The men refused and. the 
masters insisted, with the result that a 
strike took place. The executive of the 
Amalgamated Society of Engineers, to 


which the strikers belong, intervened, 
and after many conferences, arrived at | 
a settlement with the masters.

Mr. Barnes ‘was elected to parliament 
for one of the Glasgow divisions at the 
last general election, and there is no 
man whose opinion carries more weight 
in the councils of the labor party. 

He is a man of rather less than middle 
height, with a quiet, thoughtful face, 
and he is the very antithesis of the pop- 
ular conception of the agitator. Ags :a 
matter of fact. his work is done more in 
the office and the committee room than 
on the platform, although when occa- 
sion requires, he can be a forceful 
speaker. Hig strong point is statistics. 
He has all the figures bearing on the 
engineering industry at his fingers’ ends 
and he is reckoned in parliament to be 
a master of finance. <As general secre- 
tary of the AmalganNated Society he has 
had the handling of accumulated funds 
amounting to more than $3,000,000.

Captain Greenstreet Now Starts Off 
on His Seventy-Seeond GloVe- 
Encircling Voyage—Expects 
to Make Hundred Trips 
Around the World, 


Special Cable. 

London, June 27.—Is modesty the fault 
or the virtue of the modern navigator” 
Certainly he does remarkable things, 
and nobody ever hears of them. School- 
boys still feast on the doings of Captain 
Cook, but the other day there came into 
the port of London, unhonored and un- 
sung, a merchant captain who had just 
completed this seventy first round-the- 
world voy age. This is Captain Herbert 
Ediward Gteenstreet, commander of the 
New Zealand Shipping Company's twin. 
screw passenger steamship Rimutaka. 
What is more, Captain Greenstreet 
Starts off this week on his seventy-sec- 
ond globe-encircling voyage, in the con- 
fident expectation that, before he comes 
ashore for good, he will have reeled off 
a century of such trips. Ag he is stili 


other tussle with the élements, there 
seems no reason why the aim he has 
set before him should not be realized. 
There is no need to say a word ofr 
disrespect concerning either Columbus 


or Captain Cook, They had not the help 
of the screw propeller. 
known seas, 
people. Their adventures were, there- 
fore, various and exciting, as befits 
pioneers. Captain Greenstreet lays no 
claim to originality. He has just gone 
where others have @0One before, and 
with advantages which the earlier sea 
rovers did not possess. This is, per- 
haps, why this veteran sgeaman’'s careér 
has been largely devoid of excitement. 

He has never been shipwrecked. He 
has run no risk of being cooked in a 
cannibal stew-pot, or of being compelled 
to walk the plank at the instance of 
a pirate captain. He has reaped, in- 
deed, where others have sown, and gone 
about his globe-trotting without let or 
hindrance, or crushing’ misfortune, 
Partly, of course, this may be set down 
to luck. Partly it proves that Captain 
Greenstreet must be a careful naViga- 
tor to have been able to covér 1,800,000 
miles at sea without disaster. But his 
career must in a special degree he Set 
down as showing that the modern 
steamship offers no more rig if as 
much, as the medern failway 
train. Sea iife, juéged by the 
experience of Captatm @reenstreet, 
has been robbed of some of its rough 
picturesqueness, but has acquired the 
added quality of safety. 

Ship Surgery. 

At all events this weather-tried sailor 
has little to say about  hair-breadth 
‘scapes, and thrilling incidents in his 
career are relatively few and far be- 
tween. Captain Greenstreet began life 
on the water as a “‘Worcester”’ boy in 
1866. Two years he spent im this float- 
ing nautical college, moored off Green- 
hithe, and then he went to sea. Sailing 
ships held sway in those days, and the 
young sailor voyaged to Australia, Chi- 
na, Japan, and across the North At- 
lantic. Then he passed as second mate, 
and went away in that capacity on the 
Galatea, a Liverpool-owned ship. His 
stay on the Galatea was not without 
untoward event. At Melbourne the 
captain of the ship made great friends 
with a doctor ashore, and as the vessel 
was leaving the wharf for Newcastle, 
N. S. W., there to load for San Fran- 
cisco, the medical man came down to 
say goodby to the skipper. As the Gal- 
atea was leaving the wharf, the doctor 
threw the captain a Ilitthe book on sur- 
gery, with the remark, ‘Here, captain, 
is a little memento of your visit.” Lit- 
tle did the young second mate think 
how valuable that book would prove. 

A few days after the Galatea had 
loaded her cargo at Newcastle, and had 
put to sea for San Franciseo, young 
Greenstreet had the misfortune to break 
his leg—a compound fracture above the 
knee, caused by the anchor stock fall- 
ing on him, Out came the surgery book, 
and the captain and the blacksmith— 
truly a strange combimation—undertook 
to set the broken limb. 


reached San Francisco the doctor who 
came on board said: “You don’t want 
me here. This is one of the finest 
jobs I have ever seé@n.”’ During practi- 
cally the whole of that voyage Green- 
street had Jain im hts bunk while the 
bones knitted together. He was on his 
back for sixty-three days. 

Three round voyages were made in 
the Galatea, and then—as far back as 
the year |1876—Mr. Greenstreet passed 
into the employment of the New Zealand 
Shipping Company, in whose vessels— 
first sailing ships, and then steamships 
—he has been going about the world 
ever since. Needless to say, he has seen 
Sreat changes, alike in the passenger 
and in the cargo-carrying trade. He 
has geen sail displaced by steam, and 
always with the knowledge that. the 
sail-trained men were the very best that 
the steamer could get. He has passed 
through the period of the single-screw 
steamer, with square Yards, which could 
set almost as much canvas, when the 
wind was propitious, as a full-rigged 
ship. He hag seen the single-screw 
steamer in turn give place to the mod- 
ern pole-masted, twin-screw lJeviathans 
now regularly employed in the passen- 
ger and cargo trade with New Zealand. 
And heh as seen the frozen meat trade 
grow from very small beginnings to 
its present prodigious proportions. The 
Mataura, of which he was made captain, 
was a little iron bark, whose fate it was 
to be the first of the New Zealand 
Shipping Company’s fleet to bring froz- 
en mutton to England.

In regard to the fitting out of the 
Mataura for this purpose, Captain 
Greenstreet recalls what might have 
been a tragedy. The story concerns 
Sir Alfred Haslam—then plain Mr. Has- 
lam—who has played so important a 
part in the devélopment of refrigerat- 
ing machinery, and has sat in the 
house of.commons. Captain Greenstreet 
amd Mr. Haslam were in the skipper’s 
cabin when Mr. Haslam remarked: “I'll 
go and see how they are getting 
along.”’

He was next ap- 
pointed to the Rimutaka—not the pres- 
ent steamship of that name, but a sin- 
gie screw vessel—in which he made 
twenty-three voyages. Next he was 
sent to Stotland to overlook the build- 
ding of the Ruahine, which he took out 
on her maiden trip to New Zealand, and 
then went back to the old Rimutaka. 
After that he supervised the construc- 
tion of the Papanui, and took her out. 
A couple of véyages in the Paparosa, 
and Captain Greenstreet was back on 
the Clyde, looking after the building of 
the present Rimutaka, the _ splendid: 
twin-screw liner, which he has com- 
manded ever since she was launched. 
This week the Rimutaka begins her 
twentieth round-the-world trip. 
Gallantry at Sea, 


Free from disaster as has been the 
record of this prince of circumnaviga- 
tors, there are some startling incidents 
Which he recalls. When his steamer 
Was Outward bound On one occasion a 
girl passenger in the steerage jumped 
overboard. Another passenger, who 
leaning over the stern saw her come 
floating by, and was at once impressed 
with the idea that the last thing to do 
was to create a panic. . Instead, there- 
fcre, of at once raising an alarm, he 
walked quietly along to the bridge, 
and, waiting -until he could catch the 
Officer’s eye, said: ‘“‘There’s a woman 
in the water.’ All this time the vessel

Another incident which Captain 
Greenstreet recalls js a gallant rescue 
effecteqd by Dan Pearce, a steward in 
his steamer. A woman went overboard 
when the vessei was homeward bound. 
It was north of the Equator, a region 
where sharks might be expected to 
abound. But Dan, on being informed 
of the fact, simply said: ‘I’m after 
her.”” Running aft, he leapt over the 
Stern, shouting, ““‘Heave us a lifebuoy.”’ 
This was done, and with it he swam 
along the wake of the ship till he 
came to the woman. Then he got be- 
hind her and pulled her beneath the 
water. As she rose he clapped the life- 
buoy over her head. Captain Green- 
Street meantime had brought his ship 
round, ang had lowered a boat. and 
both were picked up. When he came on 
board Pearce was asked how he knew 
he would be picked up. ‘Captain,’ he 
replied, “I knew you would find me. 
You've done it before.’ “It was,” savs 
Captain Greenstreet, ‘‘the finest thing 
I have ever seen done.’ 

Each voyage from London to New 
Zealand means 26,000 miles of steam- 
ing. Then there is from 1,000 to 2.000 
miles on the New Zealand coast, so 
that each round trip really means 26,- 
000 to 27,000 miles. As the Rimutaka 
makes three voyages in thirteen 
months, it wil need another ten years 
or so Of seafaring before Captain 
Greenstreet completes the hundredth 
round-the-world trip. But those who 
know him best have little doubt that 
he will make his century.

I have a plantation on the 
Alabama river, ideally adapted to rais- 
ing cattle—hundreds of acres of lux- 
uriant grasses and switchcane, on 


with direct transportation to Mobile. 
[t is my wish to go largely into the 
cattle business, believing that I can 
raise cattle here ag cheaply as they 
can be grown on the great ranches of 
the west, or on the plains of Buenos 
Ayres. But there is no market for 
beef cattle. Mr, White's experience is 
not peculiar or local. I inclose ‘you a 
letter just received from the largest 
cattle dealers in Mobile, possibly in 
this state, in response to my offer to 
ship them some fine, fat beef cattle. 
You see, they quote prices as follows: 
“Two to two and one-half cents for 
medium; fat cattle, 23-4 to 3c.” The 
boats charge $2 to $2,50 per head to 
Mobile. Then comes stocK-yard 
charges, commissions, etc. The up- 
country people hear that there is a 
beef trust, or “business arrangement” 
between the dealers in Mobile. Whether 
that be so or not, it about amounts to 
giving away your cattle to ship them 
off to Mobile. This condition of things 
here has paralyzed what would other- 
wise be a great and beneficent indus- 
try throughout this section.

As to the Price of Cattle. 


When Mr. White's attention was call- 
ed to the statements that the live stock 
raised at home did not bring a price 
which would warrant the industry be- 
ing promoted on any large scale, he 
said: 

“That is one point that I am giad to 
have an opportunity to say a few 
words about. The reason why our live 
stock does not now bring a fair price 
is because our people have not gone 
into the business in a systematic and 
right way. For instance, our stock 
does not receive that care and atten- 
tion which would result in fine cattle 
for the market, and if we proceeded 
upon different plans. Then, again, the 
price is kept down because there are 
no facilities for marketing the live 
stock. If our business men and our 
farmers would just get together and 
let it be understood, if the former 
made preparations for the marketing 
of all live stock raised in this section, 
that the latter would go into the rais- 
ing of cows, sheep and hogs upon a 
scale large enough to warrant the ex- 
penditure of money to slaughter and 
market all that could be raised, then 
you would see a very different situa- 
tion, and the prices would take a jump 
quick enough. Today a bullock that 
brings only 4 cents a poung in Georgia 
would sell for 6 cents in Chicago. And 
why? Simply because we are not pre- 
pared to slaughter and dress the beef 
so it would compete with the fine and 
well-dressed beef from Chicago. We 
cannot expect a good price for our 
live stock until we get ready to take 
eare of it for the market. Let the 
farmers raise the cattle; let the busi- 
ness men promote the slaughter 
houses: let the railroads move the 
live stock, and then you will see that 
we wiil get just as good prices for

The packer retorts that the market for stock in Georgia offers a low 
price because the cattle raised here is inferior in grade to that raised in 
the west, and that it is not of such quality as to adapt itself to packing 
house purposes. 

The solution is obvious. When Georgia grazers produce the same grade 
of cattle as that produced for beef purposes in the west, they will be paid 
the same price. as that prevailing in Chicago, and other packing-house 
centers. 

The whole industry hinges, therefore, on the farmer producing the 
proper grade of cattle and the packer providing, in turn, the facilities 
necessary for its systematic marketing. Mutual self-interest points such 
cooperation and harmony as will adjust these easily reconcilable differences. 

The Constitution directs special attention, in this connection, to the 
‘interview with Mr. W. H. White, Jr., of the local packing-house firm of the 
White-McLendon Company. He clearly analyzes the obstacles that lie in 
the pathway of the materialization of the plan, as well as the tremendous 
advantages that will accrue from their removal.

The state of Georgia has the wealth, the patriotism and the resources 
to meet the demands of the situation. 

Several thousand convicts are to be cared for. 

What is Georgia going to do about it? 

Public sentiment is rapidly crystallizing around the proposition that 
the best and most desirable solution from every standpoint is to employ 
the convicts upon the public roads. 

The county of Fulton, and other representative counties, are using their 
convicts on the public roads, and they have demonstrated the effectiveness 
and advantage of this system. 

We present elsewhere today a card from ex-Governor W. J. Northen 
dealing with this subject. To Governor Northen must be given full credit 
for his humane, zealous and Christian-like efforts to have the state meet 
the issue on the basis of the broadest civilization. 

Whatever plan he advocates is based upon a conscientious belief that 
it will prove of benefit to the convicts and to the state. In discussing his 
position The Constitution does so with the broadest tolerance and with deep 
regard for his wisdom and patriotism. 

But the objection to confining Georgia’s convict population inside of 
penitentiary walls, is that 90 per cent of the convicts are negroes. They are 
not ordinarily accustomed to confinement. The effect of such confinement 
as a penalty for criminal offenses would be a rapid increase of the death 
rate. They are, as a race, not accustomed to close confinement, and it is 
well known that they thrive at out-door work. 

The proposition to work the convicts on the public roads is viewed ° 
with disfavor by Governor Northen, who fears its effect in debasing the 
criminals by continually exposing their shame to the public view. 

The effect of this exposure is conjectural, 

The results which may be accomplished in the way of road development 
have been established beyond contradiction. The Constitution has urged s0

Editor Constitution: It is always 
derstood that party conventions “ave 
the authority to outline the public polt- 
cles that are to be enacted into law. 
If this view now holds itn Georgia, the 
recent democratic convention has re- 
deemed the state from the most abhor- 
rent public policy that ever dishonorea 
@ state, or afflicted the cfvilization of 
any people 

Paragraph 17 of the 
form, just adopted, sets out th dis- 
tinct policies as to the enforcement of 
Our criminal law. The fi provision 
positively demands the reformation of 
the offender and the protection of 80- 
ciety against the dangers from disorder. 
The second follows, logically, the first, 
and demands such changes in our con 
vict system, as wi!! completely. elimi- 
nate any and al! traffic in human flesh, 
The third requires “AS FAR AS POS- 
SIBLE, that the state conVYiets shall 
be placed on the public works.” 

The first two demands are 
positive and absolute; th 
conditional and dependent. 
“traffic in convicts” is to 
then the new system willl ow 
under the management and control 
the state, and not under county, munic 
ipal or individual authority for 
profit. This plan seems to be getting 
the penitentiary back under the 
plete authority of the siate It 
based upon sound principles of correct 
penology. Any policy outside of this 
principle can but result in cruel injus 
tice to the criminal class; while it must 
be altogether offensive to the best poll- 
cles of statec! Hias the state ever 
had the right delegate to any body 
of its citizens the enforcement of its 
criminal law? Would not such policy 
encourage and sanction mob violenve 
that makes murder? 

My study of the convict 
gan in 1890 when, as the executive of 
the state, I was required to enforce the 
law embodying the contracts between 
the state and the lagsees That L 
might thoroughly and fully understand

great extent control a majority of the 
counties of the state, thereby debauch- 
ing the will of the people. Schemers 
under the promise of office ang other 
hopes of reward are dangerous citi- 
zens, and should forever be ruled out 
by stringent and effective election 
laws enforced under heavy penalties, 
Primary elections, if made legal, 
should be placed fully under regular 
election regulation, and registration 
books should be revised up to date, so 
as to forever rule out the spies and 
heelers that hang around precincts to 
intimidate and deter honest voters.

The technical and expert side of base- 
bell ie much better understood now-~ 
eafays by the avérage citizen than it 
wae fifteen, @ even five years ago. 
Your daily bieacher fan in the Ddi¢ 
league cities can come close to scoring 
@ game as well as the official scorer, 
can tell you every time whether it was 
a hit pure and eimple or 4 “rotten er- 
ror,’ can tell you the correct way and 
placé to play the ball, no matter what 
the circumstances, and just what the 
batsman shoulS do under any and all 
conditions. Furthermore, he can analyz 
correctly any old piece of team play 
that comes up, and can ask more perT- 
tinent questions than even @ wise man 
like Oonmie Mack can answer. 

It may. therefore, be that many of 
the things 1 shali here mention have 
been heard of before—oftener than once 
—by @ome of my readers; if so, indul- 
gently remember that I am writing for 
those who have not heard. 

I am so frequently asked by laymen 
for an explanation of this or that piece 
of “imside work,” that it appears most 
probable to me a detailed explanation 
of eome of the commoner plays ‘would 
be read with interest. I will start with 
a number of the fielding plays 

Team work can only consist of fleld- 
ing plays on the one hand, or of bat- 
ting and base running plays on the 
other. Mase runners—if there are two 
on base—may cooperate with each other 
alone without aid from the batsman, or 
they may work in conjunction with 
the batsman, but it is evident there can 
be no team work between mere batsmen 
as euch, since only one batter can be 
in the game at a time. 

With a man eafely located on first 
base, and no one out, opponents wili al- 
ways try to bum (sacrifice). In this 
case the pitcher should, first of al, 
throw a high bell or two, in hope to 
tempt the batter into going after It. 
It’e almost impossible to bunt a high 
ball successfully, and should the bat- 
ter pop it up, a “double” will be the 
result. Meantime the first and third 
basemen are piaying in very close, for 
the bunter is liable to place it either 
way, and it won't do for either of them 
to hang back. Then the second base- 
man must play nearer first base, 80 as 
to cover it sould the first baseman 
have to go in to field the bunt. That, 
of course, Jeaves second unprotected, eo 
shortstop must cover it to take the 
throw sh@uld the bunt happen to be 4 
fast one, and the man fieldimg the bunt 
decide to try for the advance base run- 
ner. Should the bunt be so slow that 
the shortstop sees it will not be played 
to second he goes to cover third iIn- 
stead—that is, if the third baseman had 
to go in to field the bunt; otherwise, 
a good, wide-awake base runner, noting 
that no one is guarding third, will keep 
right on going after passing second, and 
make a try for,third. If short Is drawn 
over to third by thi« necessity, the cen- 
terfielder should come rynning in and 
eover second just as soon as he sees It 
is a bona fide bunt. This will pin that 
advance base runner close to second. 

Neither would it hurt, as soon as it 
was seen to be an undoubted bunt, for 
the keft fielder to come up rapldly be- 
hind third, and the right fielder up be- 
hind first, so as to back up the throws 
and be on hand generally In case they 
are needed. You very seldom see this 
in professional ball, T know; for the 
réeagon that professionals are supposed 
to throw straight, to hang on to the 
eatch, etc., and if they dan’t someone 
else {s speedily signed who can. But 
for alj that, professionals would do well 
to exert themselves a little more in 
this matter of backing-up and general 
team play. They all make errors at 
times, and the right man im the right 
place saves a lot sémetimes by his ac- 
tivity and willingness; and there {s noth- 
ing the spectators enjoy more than to 
see a piece of fine, heady, foresighted 
backing-up. Well-coached college teams 
are really much better than profession- 
als at this department of the game: 
they are made to realize fully tha sfri- 
ous consquence of an error, and where 
they are so frequent, as with amateurs, 
thet it is more than advisable to be 
rrepared for them and nullify their {lI 
effects as much 44 possible by sharp 
backing-up. 

Fivery time a bal] !{s hit to the infleld, 
every time a throw is made in the in- 
ffleld. with which the outflelder, {n the 
first inetance. appears to have nothing 
to do. he should ret come in fast be- 
hind ‘his respective base to back up. 
for he never can tell on what particu- 
jar play he may mot be badly needed, 
Tf unwilling to do this he is, for the 
time being at least. a mere onlooker 
the same as the rest of the spectators.

member of the team. Certainly he Is 
not doing his ful] duty as a team unit 

these days of scientific team-play.

{n, can yet get In the game by coming 
in fast to back up third: or if ft goes 
to left fleld for more than one base the 
mght fleider ghould come in and cover 
first, while the first baseman goes fn to 
back-vp home. 

A Second Base Play. 


With a good throwing catcher ama- 
teurs can often pull off this play suc 
cessfully: With a runner on second let 
the second baseman start for the hag

taneously the shortstop quickly 
runs around behind the runner and 
about 15 or more feet behind second 
base. All this has been done by precon- 
ecerted signal from the cateber. who 
has the ball In his hands and who now 
throws down to second. Seemingly he 
makes a wild throw, as the ball goes 
over the seoond baseman’s head. where- 
upon the runner will usually cut out 
for third at once without more ado. 
The high throw lights, however. right 
in the shortstop’s hands, as had been 
plamned, from whence, of course, the 
runner is an easy “out” to third. 
Suppose, with a runner on second, the 
ball is hit down to the third baseman, 
who juggles & long enough to convince 
himself that he stands no chance of 
getting the batter at first base. Now. 
if be holds the ball the

he certainly would do if the ball were 
thrown. So to induce him to come on. 
the quick-thinking third baseman makes 
a big motion to throw it to first jus 
the game and without any hesitation or 
stop to indicate that he felt any doubt 
whatever as to his chance of still get- 
ting the bateman at first. Instead ot 
really throwing it there, though, he 
throws it at once to pitcher. who to 
help out on this play should have moved 
over towaré first m little distance, to 
make the throw a trifle longer. The 
pitcher, of course, sends the bail 
straight back to third again, and ‘it 
catches the runner, who has been 
drawn into the trap of trying for thira, 
by about 20 feet. 

Sometimes shortstop bobbies the bal! 
and al] hands are safe. But a base 
runner coming from second will often, 
especially if a good fast one, and a 
wid-awake one ig all the better for 
the purpose tn hand, overrun third witb 
the idea of being on the lookout for a: 
chance to go home. The ball is behind 
him, he can't see it, and only hears 
the sudden yell from the crowd, which 
tells him that an error hag been made. 

Just how bad an error he doesn’t know, 
but a good base runner will at once 
construe it to mean a good chance to. 
score and he sweeps on beyond third 
a step or two while turning the base, 
Now {ff short will play it instantly to 
third, after deciding he can’t get the'| 
man at first, and just while the ad-/| 
vance runner's back is to him, the third, 
baseman can clap the ball on the runner 
the instant after that runner has gone | 
beyond the sack.

His Two-Colored Print May 
Revolutionize Country 
Newspapers. 


Herman Agricola, Atlanta-born and 
Atlanta-reared, an inventive genius who 
has worked in The Constitution office 
as a tyopgraphical artist, on the Mergen- 
thalers as a key puncher and as a suc- 
cessful machinist, was yesterday advised 
by the patent office department in 
Washington, D. C.. that his application 
for a two-colored print at one impres- 
sion had been granted. 

And the same mail that brought Mr. 
Agricola his letters patent brought him 
an offer from a Philadelphia company 
of any reasonable amount for the right 
to exploit his invention. 

So simple and clever is Mr. Agricola’s 
device that those who have seen it and 
have studied it are busy wondering why 
they did not solve the problem long ago. 

The main object of the two-color press 
attachment—it can be adjusted to almost 
any press in the country—is to fill a 
long-standing want in country newspa- 
pers and with job press printers. With 
the Agricola attachment a job. or 
platen press can easily and quickly turn 
Out two colors at one impression, the 
“register” being absolutely perfect. 
Only one and the same form is used 
without any alterations after iit has 
been placed on the press. Envelopes 
and business cards of two colors can be 
printed in less time and with less waste 
of material than ever before. The in- 
vention, placed on a flat-bed press of 
the country office, can produce a sheet 
in two colors at one impression and one 
feed. The editor of the country weekly 
can have his leadiftg or heavy editorials, 
or can emphasize any article or special 
advertisement printed in red, while the 


the slightest trouble. Or he can have 
the title of the publication in black 
with the same ease he now uses one 
color only. 

By the Agricola attachment the coun- 
try weekly can be made to look a com- 
petitor of the metropolitan daily.

However, 
the report of the aetual conditions of 
banks to the clearing house on Satur- 
day showed an increase in specie and 
legal tenders of only $3,372,400, while 
there was reported a decrease in loans 
amounting to $19,747,700. Deposits, as 
a result of changes noted, decreased 
$14,347,700, ang the surplus reserve in- 
creased $6,959,325, bringing the total 
actua! surplus reserve to $68,233,025. 
government deposits on 
which no reserve is necessary, the sur- 
plus cash in the New York banks above 
the 25 per cent requirement is now in 
excess of $72,000,000, and the banks 
held $396,500,000 in gold and legal 
tenders, the largest amount on record. 
The only explanation which can be 
given for the unexpected changes in 
the leading items is to be foung in 
the summary of state banks and trust 
companies in Greater New York not 
reporting to. the New York clearing 
house.

SYRACUSE WINS 
OUR-MILE RACE 


Columbia Second by Less Than 
Third of Length 


And Cornell a Bare Length Away. 
The Race Was the Most Hotly 
Contested in the History 
of the Regatta. 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., June 27.—Swing- 
ing their sweeps with powerful strokes 
which carried their slender. shell 
througn the water at all but record 
pace, the Syracuse ’varsity crew won 
the big four-mile race today for uni- 
versity eight-oared crews. They 
headed Columbia by less than one- 
third of a length and Cornell by a half 
length at the finish Mne after one of 
the most hotly contested and most in- 
teresting regattas in the eleven years’ 
history of collegiate racing on the 
Hudson course. 

Ineidentally, Syracuse took from: Cor- 
nell the trophy which is the token of 
victory in this race—the ‘varsity chal- 
lenge cup, presented in 1898 by Dr. 
Louis L. Seaman, Cornell, to pe held by 
the winner for one year. Syracuse has 
had the trophy only once  before—in 
1904, and Cornell has lost it only 
thrice on this course. 

Won by Superior Power. 

The crew from Syracuse won by the 
power behind her blades and by su- 
perior watermanship. Columbia and 
Cornell rowed finely throughout the 
contest and pressed the winner hard 
in the last mile. Pennsylvania’s eight 
made the pace for nearly three miles 
and then went to pieces, finishing s)x 
.engths behind Cornell. 

Weseconsin was reckoned as a con- 
tender untill the three-mile mark was 
passed at Poughkeepsie bridge, when 
J. W. Wilse, No. 2, collapsed 
the western crew out of the contest. 
He soon recovered and the Wisconsin 
men rowed bravely on, even though 
Wilse fell over on his oar again. He 
again revived sufficiently to swing an 
oar as the Wisconsin crew swept over 
the finish line, more than a minute be- 
hind Syracuse. The winner was greet- 
ed by the roar of many voices, the 
shriek of whistles and Sirens and the 
reports of exploding bombs set off from 
the bridge. 

Syracuse won also and for the second 
successive time, the race for university 
four-oared shells for the Kennedy 
challenge trophy—the first race of the 
day—leading the Pennsylvania crew 
over the line by nearly two lengths 
and covering the distance of two miles 
in 10 minutes and 52 4-5 seconds. 

‘Pennsy’’ Disqualified. 


Columbla crossed the line third, 
lengths behind Pennsylvania, 
had fouled the Columbia boat 
last half mile of ehe contest. 
judges disqualified Pennsylvania 
awarded Columbia place honors. Syra- 
cuse was the actual winner, but many 
felt that but for a mishap Cornell 
would have won the race. There are 
no coxswains in this race and_ the 
shells are started by the boat oar. Cor- 
nell went wide of her course and ran 
her boat's sharp prow plump into the 
marking buoy at the one and a 
quarter-mile mark and the craft stuck 
there until help arrived. When the

Bryan as Taft’s Opponent. 


(From The New York World.) 

With Mr. Bryan as Mr, Taft's oppo- 
nent the campaign can end only in a 
republican victory. Mr. Bryan has been 
leader of the democratic party virtually 
for twelve years, and the state of the 
party, bears loqunt tstimony to the 
quality of his leadership. Of forty-six 
states the democrats control only thir- 
teen and the republicans thirty-three. 

Mr. Bryan’s own state has gone re- 
publican in every election for seven 
years, although he arranged a fusion 
ticket and framed a platform for every 
campaign. New Jersey, the only north- 
ern state which failed to give tis elec- 
toral votes to Lincoln in 1860, ana 
which went democratic in every na- 
tional election but one for forty years, 
gave a repuDdliican majority of 87,000 
against Mr. Bryan in 1896, and has been 
republican ever since. 

The story of New York is not greatly 
unlike the story of New Jersey. Thanks 
to Bryanism, New York ceased to be 
a debatable state in presidential elec- 
tions. The republican plurality in 1896 
was 268,000; in 1900 it was 143,000; itn 
1904 it was 175,000. In most of the 
counties of this state the democratic 
party has all but gone out of exist- 
ence. <A parallel to the disastrous con- 
sequences of Bryan leadership can be 
found only in the civil war. 

Every idea, principle, or issue repre- 
sented by Mr. Bryan or presented 
against him by the republicans 
the verdict of the 
voters In the congressional elections 
during the last twelve years no !ess 
than in the presidential elections, and 
in every house of representatives 
chosen the republicans have had a 
majority. 

It is evident that only few conditions, 
new issues, and new candidates can 
produce any decided change from the 
results of these preceding elections.

By one foot, 
the man was carried as fast as the 
animal could run, and was beaten fear- 
fully by trees, stumps and fence cor- 
ners, as the mule suddenly turned 
them. 

The horrible sight was witnessed by | 
the wife and several of the children, 
as the mule drew

jured his owner. When finally released, 
there was little lift remaining in the 
badly mutilated body of Mr. King, and 
he was taken, bleeding, suffering and 
broken, into his home by members of 
the family, and soon breathed his last.

Record Time Made From Oyster 
Bay fo New York 


AT NEARLY MILE A MINUTE 


Big Machine Driven at Top Speed So 
Secretary Could Catch Train. 
Tatt and Wright Had a 
Conference With 
Roosevelt, 


New York, June 27.—After a few 
hours’ political conference at Oyster 
Bay with President Roosevelt, General 
Luke E. Wright, National Committee- 
man Frank B. Kellogg, of Minnesota, 
and W. L. Ward, of New York, Secre- 
tary Taft left there at 2:46 this after- 
noon in an automobile for this city, ar- 
riving here in the record-breaking time 
of one hour and thirty minutes. The 
car was a big sixty-horse power tour- 
ing machine and the chauffeur ran it 
fast from the gfart, making the first 
fourteen miles in nineteen minutes, 
much to the delight of Secretary Taft, 
who enjoyed the pace. He left for 
Washington at 5:25. 

On his trip he was accompanied by 
General Clarence R. Edwards, chief of 
insular affairs in the war department, 
and James Williams, his political lieu- 
tenant. Asked about the conference 
at Sagamore Hill, Secretary Taft said 
that he went there to talk over matters 
with the president and General Wright 
in connection. with the war department, 
the headship of which General Wright 
Will assume July |; Affairs in Cuba, 
Panama and the Philippines were prin- 
cipally discussed. There are three va- 
cancies in the Philippine commission 
to be filled, one of which will go to a 
native. 

Questioned about the report that he 
was to take up his residence at Oyster 
Bay, Mr. Taft replied: 

“I have no thought of such a thing. 
I leave the war department at the end 
of this month and .go to Hot Springs, 
Va.. where I shall play golf, ride horse- 
back and=hope to have a general good 
time. I shall go-to Washington on 
July 8 to meet the subcommittee, and 
after we have a conference I shall re- 
turn to Hot Springs.’ 

It was learned today that while at 
Hot Springs the secretary will busy 
himself with the preparation of his 
address of acceptance which he will 
deliver some:time between July 20 and 
25 at Cincinnati to the committee that 
will wait on: him. 

It it understood that the secretary 
will not finish this address until the 
democratic platform shall: have been 
adopted at Denver. because there are 
likely to be some phanks in it that’ he 
may wish to discuss.

“The Las Vacas affair, unfortunately, 
presents not so simple a solution as the 
raiderg are now in Texas and most of 
them claim protection on the plea that 
their offense was of a political nature 
and therefore nonextraditabie. Some 
of the participants, too, claim to be 
citizens of the United States. According 
to a report received by the consulate to- 
day, both respective governments will 
take up the entire matter. Everything 
is quiet at present and the government 
does not think a shadow of a chance for 
further trouble exists.’ 


SITUATION AT 1A#8 VACAS 

DESCRIBED BY TEXAS SHERIFF 

San Antonio, Texas, June 27.—Speak- 
ing over the long distance telephone to 
parties in San Antonio today Sheriff 
Robinson, @f Valverde county, across 
the border from Las Vacas, Mexico, 
thus describes the situation at the lat- 
ter place, which was attacked yester- 
day by bandits, alleged to be connected 
with a revolutionary movement: 

“AH communication between Las Va- 
cas and Del Rio is shut off. The town 
is isolated and it is absolutely impos- 
sible to tell what is goimg on there. At 
the beginning of yesterday's fighting all 
wires jeading out of the town were cut 
and what reports are sent out are un- 
verified. Only from what could be seen 
could anything be learned. Judging In 
this manner we believe here that from 
forty to fifty people were killed and 
wounded in fight between the at- 
lacking forces and the troops. Jheie 
is no doubt that the work is not that 
of bandits, as has been reported, but

Quiet reigned in Las VacAs during a 
part. of the night, but firing broke out 
again this morning and desultory shoot- 
ing has continued at intervals all day, 
though no open conflict has taken 
place. 

“Great excitement prevails. People 
can be seen rushing to and fro and sev- 
eral fires have taken place. Naturally 
the populace here is anxious to know 
what is thampening, but that is impos- 
Sible at present. The troops refuse 
to let anybody cross the river. 

“Collector of Oustoms Robert Dowe, 
of Kagle Pass, and myself went down 
to the river under a flag of truce, but 
were refused the privilege of crossing. 
An attempt to cross by any person 
would probably result in their being 
fired upon. 

“Mr. Dowe and myself have been in 
as close touch with the situation as 
anybody and all we know is what we 
have seen from across the river. 

“We have heard that trouble has

Apportionment ‘of Tickets. 

A lengthy discussion of the apportion- 
ment of tickets occupied the committee 
until it adjourned. No settlement was 
reached and the entire matter went over 
until Tuesday, when another meeting 
will be held. The demand for tickets of 
admission has been unprecedented. 

Because of the tremendous pressure 
which is being brought upon the mem- 
bers of the national committee for ad- 
mission, it is possible that the sessions of 
the convention may be temporarily halted 
while processions composed of people 
who have been unable to secure tickets 
are allowed to pass through the hall for 
the punpose of witnessing the spectacle 
of the great convention. 

The selection of the temporary chair- 
man was in direct accord with the 
wishes of Mr. Bryan as announced sev- 
eral days ago. He said that he strongly 
favored former Representative Bell and 
Representative Henry Clayton, of Ala- 
bama, for the temporary and perma- 
nent chairmanships, and while he was 
not particular as to which man held 
either position, he belleved they should, 
between them, preside over the entire 
deliberations of the convention. Mayor 
James C. Dahlman, of Omaha, a warm 
personal friend of Mr. Bryan, and a 
member of the subcommittee, arrived in 
Denver early today, and brought with 
him the latest news from Lincoln.

The attendance 
could be doubled easily were there room 
for housing the students. 

It is a matter of congratulation to the 
boyhood friends of Dr. Anderson— 
some of whom are now among the lead- 
ing merchants and business men of At- 
lanta—that their old-time companion 
has attained a place of unsurpassed in- 
fluence in the great empire of the east.

True there ig a greattr need for work 
of this Kind In and around the metrop- 
olis, yet the summer season is com- 
paratively short there, and here, ‘where 
our summer season is longer, there is 
certainly a proportionate need of a4 
movement to mitigate the suffering of 
poor babies during the summer months. 

The automobile ride for the Jittle 
ones in the charitable institutions is a 
step in the right direction, and out of 
it showd come the inspiration to do 
something for the little folks in the 
homes of some of our poorer people, 
where a day's outing would come like 
an angel's visit to many a weary little 
soul. Through the Associated Charities, 
such a movement could be 
well directed by those desiring to 
take it up, since the able manage- 
ment of this organization can give ac- 
curate information of nearly every fam- 
ily in the city in need of help.

Regulation of Government Fought 
by the Distillers. 
Cincinnati, June 27.—The anticipated 
trouble over the new rules of the in- 
ternal revnue office for the branding of 
distilled spirits came to a head late yes- 
terday when the Clifton Springs Distill- 
ing Company secured a temporary

The press of the country is giving gen- 
erous editorial comment to what is the 
remarkable meeting of the representa- 
tive women of the republic in the bien- 
nial of Women’s Ciubs. now holding in 
Boston. The eyes of all thoughtful wom- 
en are turned with interest to the do- 
ings of the convention. while thoughtful 
men have long since come to know that 
this organization of women represents 
one of the leading forces of our civili- 
zation. 


The wonderful system prevailing in | 


the federated club movement is one of 


its strongest factors of development, and 
Sstyite the machinery in more 
active operation than in the Georgia 
branch. The Boston Transcript sives 
the convention the following editorial: 

The meeting of the General Federation of 
Women's Clubs in Boston this week is an 
event of more than ordinary interest and sig- 
nificanee.’ It is twenty years since this co- 
ordination of the strength and interests 
these clubs was first suggested, and 
record of that period has been the 
splendid system of orwnization its 
in the world. We are to judge a tree by 
its fruits and of movements their re- 
sults. This one is truly and thoroughly 
national. It ig represented in every state in 
the union by ‘numerous branches. The federa 
tion has a membership of 5,000 clubs, each 
one of which is a force in its local environ- 
ment. Three-quarters of a million earn@t, 
active and intelligent women comprise its 
personnel, embodying an influence that 18 as 
wholesome as it is far-reaching. 

There has been criticism of women’s clubs 
in high places; but it has been criticism 
based on a misapprehension of facts, and an 
imperfect knowledge of purposes. That they 
have a social quality is undoubtedly and hap- 
pily true. But that is only inc idental. Their 
aims are broad and often noble. They are 
active workers in mreny fields, and by their 
efforts they have given incalculable aid to 
sociological, philanthropic and civic cauees. 
We can see their influence reflected in some 
of the best recent legislation, both state and 
national: in the pure food laws; in the im-

provement in standards of public taste; in the 
betterment of the conditions of child life; 
in the abatement of much that society has 
declared a nuisance, but which but for thelr 
protest and agitation would still continue its 
offensive existence. 

It is interesting to note that the develop- 
ment of the club and federation movement 
has followed close upon the great spread of 
the higher education for women. it gives 
opportunity to the educated woman for the 
play of her amtivities and “the expioitation of 
her ideals. They are not yet generally ad- 
mitted to the halls of legislation, but they 
have been powerful and welcome auxiliarles 
in many cases to the work that is done there. 
The fear has been enone that women’s 
clubs are a menace to that domesticity which 
is regarded both as the charm and the duty 
of the sex, but there was never a more faise 
alarm than this has proved to be, and by the 
nature of the case must be. The women of 
the country are the best conservators of the 
home ideal, and for nothing are the members 
of these clubs more zealously and hopefully 
working than for the attainment of that 
ideal. 

In Boston the federation wiil find inspira- 
tion in its environment. The city’s history 
and traditions are in themselves a welcome 
to the comprehensive service in which it is 
engaged. The hospitality that will be’ extend- 
ed will not be perfunctory, but sympathel,- 
and genuine. The sentiment of this city has 
long inclined strongly toward many of those 
objects for which the federation is striving, 
and Boston is giad of its preBénce and as- 
sistance. Its experience here will surpass 
all previous records. It is annually showing 
an increase, not only in membership, but in 
efficiency and force,

Dr. Benjamin J. Baldwin, of Mont-’ 
gomery, Ala., the vice president of the 
organization, stated, in a recent inter- 
view, relative to the last conferenc>, 
that he knew of no one single factor 
whicn had done more to arouse tho 
south in matters educational than th23e 
mnnual meetings, the first of which was 
held June 29, 1898. 

Briefly outlinfgg the movement, wr. 
Baldwin said: 

“The conference for education in tne 
gaouth began its life in a simple way at 
Capon Springs, W. Va., that year. For 
the years !1889 and 1900 it reassembied 
at the same tima, Since then it has 
met annually and successively at Win- 
ston-Salem, Athens, Richmond, bHir- 
mingham, Columbia, Lexington, l1no- 
hurst and Memphis. The first presi- 
dent of the conference was Bishop Dui- 
ley, of Kentucky. He was succeeded by 
Dr. J. Ih M. Curry. At the third an- 
nual meeting of the conference, Mr. 
Robert CC. Ogden, of New York, was 
elected president. Mr. Ogden, thougn 
urging at each session that some one 
be elected in his stead, has been oom- 
pelled to yield to the unanimous appeal 
for his continuation at the head of the 
conference 

A Mistaken View. 


“Perhaps no organization has ever 
been so widely misunderstood as tne 
conference for education in the south. 
Some of the misunderstandings anda 
misrepresentations are entitled to re- 
spect for sincerity. Wherever the con- 
ference has met, the surrounding coun- 
try has been stimulated to an awaken- 
ing in matters of educational interest. 
In many instances communities have at 
onee set to work to increase the funds 
for school purposes, thus necessitating 
an increase in the local tax rate. KV- 
ery officer, except the president, anda 
every mamber of the executive coOmm|l?: 
tee, with one exception, is a southern 
man, and this fact alone should make 
plain the motive behind the organiza- 
tion. There is also great Inattentive 
ignorance as to the relation of the con- 
ference with the general educational 
board and seuthern educational board 
The conference has no money to dis- 
tribute. It is allied with the general 
educational board and southern educa- 
tional boards in that some of the of- 
ficers are members of both of these 
boarda, but there is no official conne:- 
tion.

Site for 
building must contain not less than two 
acres of land, and both land and build- 
ing are required, as a condition prece- 
dent, to be deeded to the state. Since 
this law became effective (March 2, 
1907) new houses (about 300) have been 
built. and houses already standing 
(about 115) have been repaired at a 
total cost approximating $160,000, of 
which the state paid $51,048.54. 

“(c) Under a law establishing county 
high schools, forty-seven high schools 
are being located by the commission, 
composed of the governor, superintend- 
ent of education and state auditor. 
The commission has done much pre- 
liminary work in giving hearings to 
delegations from various counties, and 
also in wWisiting the counties interested. 
In this work the commission has trav- 
eled thousands of miles and attended 
many educationa) rallies. The very 
great interest manifested by the peo- 
ple, shown by the large crowds which 
have attended, and the handsome dona- 
tions offered in funds and lands to se- 
cure the schools for particular locali- 
tiest, atrongly attest the popular ap- 
proval of this law. -These high schools 
are to be governed Dy the county boards 
of education in the resnective counties 
and the high school commiss&n. Two 
thousand dollars is the annual appro- 
priation to each high school, and the 
locality must provide a site of not less 
tuan five acres of land, while their 
building must cost not less than $5,000 
—all the property to be deeded to the 
state of Alabama. 

“(d) For the maintenance of higher 
institutions of learning, including the 
university, the Auburn Polytechnic, the 
Girls’ Industrial school at Montevallo, 
the annual appropriations were in- 
creased $73,500, and for building pur- 
poses for these institutions, special ap- 
priations of $921,000 were made. 

“(@) For maintenance of the second- 
ary schools of the state, the annual ap- 
propriations of the agricultural schools 
were increased $18,000 and the annual 
appropriation of the Alabama Indus- 
trial school for white boys was in- 
creased $12,000. An appropriation of 
$66,000 was made for the construction 
of new bulldings for these schools. 

‘The forty-seven high schools above 
referred to will receive annually $94,- 
OO. from the state, and the buildings of 
these high schools will cost not less 
than $320,000, thus making an annual 
total of $124,000 for maintenance of 
secondary schools, 

“(f}) The legislature of 1907 made 
additional appropriations to the pub- 
lic schools of the state of $300,000 for 
1907-8: $350,000 additional for the year

An attempt is béing made in congress to 
appoint the additional employees needed for 


taking the census of 1910 under the old pat- 
ronage system. Though the permanent census 
bureau was placed in 1902 under the merit. 
system, the bill for the new-census, in its 
oresemy form, prevides that appointments 
shall be made through non-competitive ex- 
aminations. As the United States civil ser- 
vice commission has every facility for furnish- 
ing promptly the requisite mumber of well- 
qualified eligibles by means of open compett- 
tive examinations, the only object of the 
non-competitive provision seems to be to 
make subject to congressional patronage some 
4.000 posifions in Washington and some 60,000 
positions in other parts of the country. 

Hon. Carroll D. Wright. who had charge 
of taking the dénsus of 1890, has stated that. 
if e force then employed had been appoint- 
ed under the civil service rules, at least 
$2,000,000 would have been saved, and more 
than a year’s time. 

In his special message of January 6 Prest- 
dent 
ments for the new census shall be made in 
accordance with the merit system. He pro- 
tests vigorously against the old method, say- 
ing: 

“The non-competitive examinations used in 
selecting the force at Washington of the 
last two censuses served only as a cloak to 
hide the nakedness of the spoils system. .,. 
The taint of the spoils system will not mere- 
ly hamper and delay the economical and effi-

cient taking of the census, but will impair 
the belief of the public in tts honesty.’’ . 

Supporters of the non-competitive provigian 
state that, if these positions are placed under 
civil service rules, it will necessitate retain- 
ing the extra employees after the completion 
of the census. Such retention is contrary 
both to rules and to practice, for employees 
are constantly appointed umder the civil 
service law for limited periods and are sub- 
sequently discharged. On the other hand, ex- 
perience abundantly protes that, if appoint- 
ments are made on a patronage basis, great 
pressure wijl be exerted to have employees 
permanently retained without regard to their 
qualifications or to the néeds of the service. 

The effects of the spoils system in the past 
should be sufficient reason for its permanent 
interment. The merit system, no longer an 
experiment, but approved by the whole 
American people, should be extended to the 
additional employees of the census office. In 
this way only will the nation be assured of 
the maximum of economy, efficiency and ac- 
curacy. 

In order to express the widespread public 
sentiment in favor of the merit system, will 
not clubs and club women in every state 
urge their senators and congressmen to advo- 
eate an amendment to the census bill (H. R. 
7697) which shall provide for the appointment 
of the additional clerical force in strict ac- 
cordance with the national civil service law?

SOME STRONG ARGUMENTS 
FOR COMPULSORY EDUCATION 


The following article is by one of 
the recent graduates of the Boys’ High 
school, and was the speech of the lead- 
er for the affirmative in a recent de- 
bate on compulsory education. It is 
reproduced as dealing in an exception- 
ally able manner with a subject of 
interest to all club women and of vital 
importance to the state. 

The speech in part was as follows: 

Bismarck of Germany has said, “The 
nation that has the schools has the 
future.” Through compulsory educa- 
tion, his country today leads the world 
in arts, in sciences, and in every de- 
partment of human endeavor. 

This cannot be said of Georgia. She 
classed as the most ignorant state 
the union, save one. Augusta, Ga., 

more illiterate white children of 
native parents than any other city of 
the same size, and greater, in the 
United States. Our capital city is 
Surpassed in such illiteracy by only 
three other cities. 

The statistics of Georgia compared 
with the statistics of Connecticut will 
disclose the advantages of the com- 
pulsory policy as against the lack of 
it in the educational development of 
the state. In Georgia, the native-born 
white illiterates number one hundred

throughout the United States. Never- 
theless, we will hear the desperate 
wail that compulsory education is not 
Jeffersonian democracy. In its spirit, 
compulsory education is entirely dem- 
ocratic. It seeks to break down 
it lifts all up; it holds none down; it 
dignifies all; it cultivates all; it re- 
wards all. 

Such a law cannot interfere with 
the rights of parents, for no parent 
has the right to make a slave of his 
child or rob that child of free ele- 
mentary education. 

Such an admirable compulsory law as 
that enacted in Indiana in 1907 could 
not produce suffering among the poor, 
and could be made effective in Georgia. 
It provides for the lack of clothes and 
books among the poor, and the truant 
regulations for incorrigible children 
meet every need, while the penalties 
imposed upon. selfish and  narrow- 
minded persons are sufficiently coer- 
cive. 

The experience of others urges upon 
us the wisdom of compulsory educa- 
tion, The states and. countries where 
compulsory education is the law iIin- 
clude 80 per cent of all the people we 
call enlightened and progressive in the 
world. In the states where these laws 
have been enforced twenty-five or 
thirty vears, illiteracy has been re- 
duced to a minimum. 


Should Be Made a Law at Once. 


Compulsory education Is expedient, 
and should be made a law during the 
next session of the state legislature. It 
is true that Georgia has a large ne- 
gro population, whose taxable property 
gives but small returns; but the north 
{is not deterred from compulsory educa- 
tion by their similar immigrant popu- 
lation. The negroes are here, and 
there are but three solutions to the 
problem.; The first is to deport them; 
the second. to exterminate them, and 
the third, to give them such an educa- 
tion as will render the most humble 
service more valuable. The first two 
solutions need not be considered. 
Christian humanity cannot afford to 
do otherwise than adopt the third. 

During the last twenty years Den- 
mark has risen from one of the poor- 
est kingdoms tn Europe to the second 
richest in per capita wealth. This re- 
sult Is entirely due to improved schools 
through higher taxes. The Danish 
peasants have taxed themselves until 
they have made themselves rich. 

Georgians should arise to their op- 
portunity and declare, with Edwin 
Markham. “We will not make our 
civilization one based upon the princi- 
ple of the ‘survival of the fittest,’ 
every man for himself and the devil 
for the hindmost: but we will establish 
a government and a civilization that 
will not allow the ‘survival of the 
fittest’ unless he uses his efforts and 
his influence to make the ‘unfittest’ 
fit to survive: that is. we will quit 
spending men to make money, and g0 
to spending money to make men. We 
will get out of the Age of Gold, and 
get back to the Golden Age.”

BILL FOR “GEORGIA DAY” 
NOW BEFORE LEGISLATURE 


The “Georgia day bill,” now before 
the legislature, js a matter of great in- 
terest to the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution in this state. The state 
regent has appointed the following 
committee to work for its adoption:

For a number of years schools and 
colleges throughout the state have been 
Observing, under the name ‘Georgia 
day,” the twelfth day of February— 
the anniversary of the landing of the 
first colonists in Georgia under Ogle- 
thorpe—as an occasion for fostering 
among the youth of the state a proper 
State pride and an interest in Georgia 
history, a part of the school hours on 
that day being devoted to written 
compositions, recitations, addresses and 
other exercises by the pupils, relating 
to Georgia and its history and to the 
lives of distinguished Georgians. 

This custom. was inaugurated through 
the efforts of Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution. 

From year to year interest in the ob- 
servance of the day has increased and 
these celebrations have become more 
general. 

There have been many strong expres- 
sions of commendation ofthis custom 
from leading educators and other 
prominent citizens, including governors 
and state school commissioners, 
| Finally, it was felt that in view of 
the popular favor indicated as to their 
celebrations, the time was ripe for leg- 
islative recognition of “Georgia day.” 


and for giving it a place in the educe- 
tional system of the state. as was done 
in the case of ‘“‘Arbor day.” 

Action of State Conference. 


The state conference of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution requested 
the legislature to pass a bill providing 
for such celebrations, and a committee 
was appointed to procure the intro- 
duction of such a bill. Hon. Madison 
Bell, of Atlanta, introduced a bill for 


this purpose in the legislature of 1905, | 


and the committee on education, to 
which it was referred, made a unani- 
mous report in favor of its adoption, 
but it was not reached for final action 
before the legislature adjourned. Mr. 
Bell again introduced the bill last year, 
but it was not reached, and it is await- 
ing action at the present session of the 
legislature. It is not doubted that iff 
the bill is reached it will He adopted. 
The adoption of this bill would be in 
keeping with the policy which has 
wisely Introduced the teaching of Geor- 
gia history into the course of instruc- 
tion {in our public schools, and would 


tend to create greater interest tn its.

triotism which makes good citizens. 

It would make this study more at- 
tractive, for at least one tfme in the 
year, by converting into a celebration 
what would otherwise be a task. 

Of Two-Fold Service. 


The enactment of such a law would 
not only be a very effective way of 
honering the memory‘ of the great 
philanthropist who was the founder of 
Our commonwealth, but would provide 
a memorial day for all great Georgians, 
As a mode of commemoration or of 
promoting patriotism it would serve 
its purpose better than do existing hol- 
idays, on which school work is entirely 
suspended and which are devoted main- 
ly or entirely to recreation or to mat- 
ters having no relation to what the 
holidays are intended to commemorate.

An Arab City. 


The Arabs are still the lords of Zan- 
zibar, although the British act as 
rulers. They own the greater part of 
the island; they have the clove pianta- 
tions and they work the native Afri- 
cans to the limit. They go about in 
turbans and gowns, and the city looks 
more like a part of Sgypt or India than 
of Centra! Africa. The streets are 
narrow and winding. The buildings 
ar high, with barred windows. They 
have enormous doors, plated with big- 
headed nails, making every house look 
like a prison. Some of the streets have 
the walls close together that car- 
riages cannot enter them, and all are 
SO narrow that the cabs have bells like 
dinner gongs, which they keep ringing 
while they drive through the streets, 
to warn the people to get out of the 
way. 

The whole place is a combination or 
squalor and splendor. Some of the shab- 
biest houses have doors of teak wood 
so beauttful that they would ornament 
any Fifth avenue palace, and these 
doors open into the meanest of shops 
and warehouses. The architecture 
throughout is Mohammedan, and the 
best-clad people on the street are 
those who wear turbans and gowns. 
Many of the Arab mérchants dve their 
beards a brick-dust red, and I see scoreg

The British government handles this 
colony .as though it were a part of 
India. The laws are those used in the 
courts of Hindoostan, and the govern- 
ment itself is modeled upon that of 
East India. 


The Negroes of Sanzibar.

American Trade. 


This city Should be a center for our 
trade movement toward the conquest 
of East Africa. It js the warehouse of 
this codst and its business is several 
times’ as large as that of any other 
ports on this side the continent. It 
paturally belongs to the United States, 
‘for we were the first to open up its 
foreign trade. As far back as _ 1836 
Uncle Sam established a trading con- 
sulate at the court of the then sultan 
of Zanzibar. This was before any 
other foreign nation came in. At that 
time we began to send in cotton goods 
and hardware for distribution over the 
eastern part of the African continent. 

The work of that time is still In evi- 
dence. American cottons are known 
everywhere. They are considered the 
best made, and if our exporters would 
push them they could crowd out the 
poorer goods from India, Egland and 
Germany. The other nations fight 
American goods, and they do every- 
thing they can to destroy our trade. 
They are studying the wants and tastes 
of the natives and are making pal- 
terns to please them, The most active 
merchants at present are the Germans, 
who are selling a kind of cotton goods 
known as kangas, used as women’s 
dresses. A kanga is a square of calico 
about two yards long by a yard and a 
half wide. It is printed in bright 
colors and two kangas form a complete 
dress for a woman. One goes about 
the waist and another about the body 
under the arms or over the shoulders, 
There is a change in the fashions of 
these cottons from time to time, and 
the women want the new styles and 
colors as soon as they come. Here in 
Zanzibar I see some which have pat- 
terns of playing cards and others 
which are covered with animals, and 
especially lions or leopards. They cost 
about 70 cents a pair. I understand 
there is a demand for flannel kangas 
printed in colors. There undoubtedly 
would be a large sale for American 
kangas if the patterns were right.

‘worth of ivory tusks by the Belgians. 
Klein trades a great deal of Amert-— 
can cotton for ivory. The elephant’ 
tusks are carried on the heads of por- 
tePs down to the coast. or they are 
brought to Lake Tanganyika, and sent 
to Mombasa by the Uganda railway. 
The ivory in question had been bought 
in German East Africa, and the por- 
ters were taking a short cut through 
the Congo territory to get it to the 
coast. While on the way they were 
captured, and the Belgian offictals 
claimed the ivory on the ground that | 


the porters were smugglers. Klein's | 
agent succeeded in getting the ivory | 
back, and it is now coming here to. 
Zanzibar across country on the heads 
of porters. It will be transferred to 
boats at the seacoast and brought here 
for shipment. 


How Ivary Is 


I asked this young man as to the 
Selling price of ivory. He tells ms 
that the ordinary price in the interior, 
for a tusk of 180 pounds is about 1/20 
rupees, or $0, At Mombasa the same 
tusk would be worth $400 or $500. The 
ivory varies in price, according to lo- | 
cality, and that which is worth I18

sell for $2.66 a pound at the seacoast. 
In buying ivory of the natives the cur- 
rent money is American cotton sheet- 
ing, which is turned in at the rate of !6 
cents a yard. The same cloth sells in 
Europe for about 4 cents a yard. The 
Furopeam and Indian cloths are cheap- 
er, and the traders try to put them in 
instead of the American. Many of these 
cloths come from Bombay. They are so 
thin that one can see through them, 
The German cloths are little better. 

Our goods are known as Americani 
all over East Africa, and they are the 
only kind that really sell themselves. ; 
This man Klein keeps a big stock of ; 
Ameéricani at a number of § interior 
trading stations.

fundaments of popular government 4s 
opposed to the perincipie of overbordship, 
is palpably a misnomer. 

Mr. Fisher does analyze the causes 
leading up to the war for American in- 
dependence, but the momentous Dirth 
of the greatest repPpublic in history fur- 
nishes merely the vehicle for discussing 
and prophesying along the intensely in- 
teresting lines indicated in the opening 
paragraph. 

The author is of the conviction that 
the political creed for which America 
contended is as strongly existent today 
as it was at fhe conclusion of the rev- 
olitionary war, and that England has 
not profited by the morals which ob- 
truded themselves from that epochal 
contest. 

Though he does not employ the defi- 
nition, it is probable Mr. Fisher would 
not quarrel with the designation of the 
battle for indepenfence as the ultimate 
expression of the demand for local self- 
government. 

Vievweed from that angle, the studeat 
has no difficulty falling in with the 
premise of the historian that the col- 
onies, including Canada and Australia, 
now dependent ona Great Britain, oce- 
cupy identically the relation toward the 
mother country eld by this nation be- 
fore the declaration was made effectual 
by force of arms. 

Mr. Fisher shows that the superficial 
issues which provoked the crisis, the 
“stamp act,’ “taxation without repre- 
sentation.” and other cardinal tenets, 
were really subordinate to the main un- 
derlying cause, viz., the development of 
the spirit of aloofness im this coun|Wy, 
and repugnance over the exercise of 
sovereign power by an alien rul@r.

St. Petersburg, June 7.—The following 
is from a recent issue of Pravo, the 
foremost legal paper in Russia: 

“From the issue of the ‘law’ 
courtsmartial to this moment, that 18, 
in the course of twenty months, bde- 
tween 1,650 and 1|,700 persons, or 90 ptr 
month, or three per diem, have been ex- 
ecuted. The courtsmartial worked with 
special eenrgy during the autumn vf 
1906. immediately after the publicativun 
of the law of SeptemDer 2, and the 
well-known secret circular to the gov- 
ernors general forbidding them to peti- 
tion for commutation of the death 
sentences. 

‘During the election to the second 
duma and still more during the Sit- 
tings of the second duma, the number 
of executions fell to fifty-four in th 
course of three months. Then came 1t.ie 
dissolution of the second duma. Ther 
piace of the field courtsmartia! 
faken by the ordinary 
and the political situation immediately 
found expression in the enormous in 
crease of death sentences and e¢xecu- 
tions. In the course of the three au- 
tumn months of 1907 the courts passed 
466 death sentences; !75 persons were 
executed, or 59 per month. 

“During the first three months of 1903 
the number of death sentences rose ‘oO 
776. and that of executions to 67. ‘Tne
